« clause was inserted that if a firm 
did not pay “fair and reasonable 
wages’ an excise duty éhould be col- 
lected on its products, One of the 
firms from whom thia duty was col- 
lected appealed to the Arbitration 
Court, and the Chief Justice ruled 
that as the firm did not pay fair and 
reasonabie wages, the duty should 
continue to be collected. 

Let us see how this works out. The 
tariff was increased, thereby giving a 
larger profit to the manufacturer of 
farm implements, He refused to di- 
vide the vase with his workmen, 
and an excise duty is collected on his 
products, The increase in the ‘duty 
on farm implements meant or e 
in the price which the manufac 
was permitted to charge for them, the

In the meantime, because a manu- 
facturer is too greedy to pay reason- 
able wages is made the ground for 
permitting him to charge a higher 
price for his products, Not oniy is 
the consumer taxed because the 
manufacturer is greedy, but the greed- 
jer the manulacturer the more is the 
consumer taxed—a method of sharing 
the benefits of high protection, in 
which the consumer should take a 
very lively concern, 

Theoretically the new arrangement 
was supposed to drive the ‘unfair’ 
employer out of business.

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NEW ANGLICAN HYMNAL 
SOON READY FOR ISSUE 


Oraft Copies of the Book of Common 
Praise 
Why Churchmen Think it Will 
Be The Best Vet Published, 


Toronto, Jan. 16—Throughout its 
labors, extending over, all told, about 
three years, the hymnal committee of 
the general synod of the Church of 
England in Canada has followed the 
pian oi taking the church public into 
its confidence and reporting, from time 
to time, as to the state of thé work on 
the new hymnal. Three skeleton draft 
hymnals have been issned, following 
the meetings of the committee, and 
there is now just to hand the fourth 
draft in the form of a book containing 
all the words of the hymns and also 
‘all the indexes of hymns of tunes, of 
authors, of composers. and of metres, 
which it ia intended to insert in the 
completed book. With a final review 
at the meeting of the committee in thi- 
city in February next the hymnal will 
be ready for presentation to the Gen- 
eral Synod at its meeting in Ottawa in 
September for final ratification and 
authorization, 

A Notable Preface. 

Following up this plan of explaining 
to those who will use the Book of Com- 
mon Praise why certain hymns were 
selected and others rejected, the ‘com- 
mitte has printed in the front of this 
fourth draft hymnal a draft of its re- 
port to the general synod, This con- 
tains so much information, not only 
for the synod, but also for all who will 
in after years use the hymnal, that, i 
possible, it would seem advisable tha 
this report should be retained as the 
preface to the book. This report ex 
plains the method of giving all inter 
ested an opportunity of voting upor 
hymns in the hymnals in general use 
or of suggesting new hymns, and the 
method tollowed by the committee it 
examining each hymn.

GERMANS OVERTAXED. 


Must Pay Tribute on Everything But 
Ozone, 


Berlin, Jan, 16,-+All classes are tnx- 
jously awaiting the government pro- 
posals with regard to wew taxation, 

It is often paid that the German al- 
ready pays taxes on everything from 
religion to cigarettes and from salt te 
motor cars. The gromblers say that 
the air they breathe is the only thing 
that is free, But an imperial deficit 
of $40,000,000, largely on account of 
the greatly increased naval and mili- 
tary outlay (which will amount te 
$315,000,000 in 1908), has to be faced, 
and tresh sources of revenue must be 
iound, 

The German pays taxes to the city 
in which he lives, to the state in 
which the city is situated, and finally 
to the imperial government, 


income tax amounts, as a rule, to 5 
or 6 per cent, of his earnings. He 
pays also an “industry tax” on his 
business, about 25 per cent, of the 


amount he paye in income tax; a tax 
on trade turnovers of more than $100. 
000 yearly; a supplementary tax on 
non-income-producing property; a tax 
for the support of the state evangeli- 
eal church; a tax on his dogs; and a 
tax on sales of real estate, 

Then come the direct and indirect 
taxes levied by the kmpire for strictly 
Imperial needs—the long and burden- 
some train of import duties, stamp 
taxes, ete., which produced for the 
last fiscal year the eum of £59,379,420 
In the list of imperial direct taxes 
there are the taxes on motor cars 
(varying according to size and power), 
the tax on directors’ fees (8 per cent. 
thereof); a tax of 15 per cent, on lot- 
tery winnings, for which nine-tenths 
of the nation play with regularity; 
and the tribute levied for upkeep of 
the national old age pension and in-
